BRITISH BIRDS. 

Sagacious ornithologists who took unto 
themselves a copy of Dr, Coward's pocket- 
guide, “The Birds of the British Isles 
and their Eggs (Series I), have been 
looking forward anxiously for the appear- 
ance of the second series with which the 
work was to be completed. It has now ap- 
peared, and the praise which was 
generously bestowed upon the first volume 
is merited to an even greater degree by 
the second. In the first place, the coloured 
figures of birds are, almost without excep- 
tion, the work of Mr. Archibald Thor- 
burn, who is at his. best when depicting 
the game birds and waders. In the first 
series scarcely more than half the figures 
were from his brush, the rest being the 
work of distinctly inferior artists. As 
might be expected also, the photographs 


are more satisfactory t those in the 
are ban 


volume, since the subjects, whether 
birds or eggs, were generally much larger 
and more exposed to view. The photo- 
graphs of the terns and divers are, indeed, 
as good as any that we have seen. 

Dr. Coward maintains his terse and 
vigorous style, and packs a vast amount 
of real information into a very small com- 
pass.

MECHANICAL TRANSPORT IN 
MESOPOTAMIA. 

Colonel Leland, an Irish soldier, has 
struck new ground in his description of 
the work of Mechanical Transport in 
Mesopotamia. In July, 1916, he was ap- 
pointed ‘Assistant-Director of Transport 
there, and remained in the country until 
a recent date.
